While the situation la otill very 
fluid, the facta to hand at the 
moment give thls picture. 


Chang Myon, who had been 
vice-preeldant under Ahee, 
was appolnted prime minister 
a year ago.. He was sald to 
represent the younger and 
more progressive clements in 
Syngman Rhee’a party. 


However, the difficulty he ex- 
perienced In forming a party 
should have been ampte evi- 
dence for those who profess to 
be surprived by current ovents 
in Korea.

be confused, it In not Im- 
possible to interpret Just what 
la happening, and why. | 

Koren has never yet established | 
a céparate and Independent | 
identity, Her early history 
chowa her an o protectorate of 
China, Later she was a buffer | 
state between Imperiai Japan 
and China, only to fall under!

Settling tho affairs of other 
countries In the light of what 
has happened In your own la 
a dangorous practice, for page 
after pags of modern history, 
elnce the futile attempts of 
the Concort of Europe which 
tried to settle tho affaira of 
Napoleon's dictatorship, and 
the complete disaster of the 
allles following World War I, 
confirme thie atatement. 

History affirms over and over 
again, that countries no mat- 
tar how weak and emall will 
ultimately settle thelr own 
affatre, and while not deaplsing 
economia ald and technical 
advice, refuses to hand over 
their national aspirations In 
return.

During the same speech, Mr 
Macmillan said that the two 
great questions of the century 
were the Common Market and 
Africa, and that the Conserva- 
Uve Parly risked a deep divi- 
sion on both questions. 
But fer his part, the Premier 
considered that the party would 
remain united. —AFP.

Powerful 

South Korea’s powerful, well- 
equipped army slayed out of 
the April student-led revolt 
last year that brought down 
dhe government of President 
Syngman Rhee. But the coun- 
try’s military forces, if united 
in an active political role, could 
exert unchallenged contro] of 
the nation. 

Meanwhile, Gentral Chang's 
committce stepped up the pres- 
sure on Premier Chang's cabinet 
to resign so as to give the 
stamp of Icgality to the coup, 

Seven members of Premier 
Chang's 15-man cabinet were 
held under guard overnight in 
the Stale Council  Bullding. 
There were reports that some 
kind of ceremony was planned 
tu formalise the transfer of 
power to the new military re- 
gime. 

The whereabouts of Premier 
Chang still remained a mystery. 
He was seen leaving his hotel 


with his own bodymuards about 
10 minutes before junta forces 
Jarrived to arrest him at the 
start of the coup.

Claiming full support of ali armed forces, 
South Korea‘s military junta whipped 
up support today for its takeover of 
power from Premier John M. Chang's 
elected government. 

Onc thousand military academy cadets, led by their 
officers, marched into Seoul and were cheered 


The military academy march 
was the first public demonstra- 
tion since martial law was 
clamped on this tense city on 
Tuesday. It reportedly was the 
the first demonstration in the 
academy's history. 

The students and their officers, 
accompanied by a band, chose a 
four-mile route to the centre of 
Seoul. The marchers were 
escorted by paratroopers and 
patrol cars manned by coup 
forces. 

Hundreds of pedestrians cheer- 
ed and clapped their hands as 
the cadets merched by. 


The aims 

Using loudspeakers, the stud- 
ents said they stood for ending 
injustice and corruption and 
burying “our dishonourable his- 
tory of the past.” 

General’ Chang has Hsted the 
aims of his junta as wiping.out 
government corruption ‘while 
making South Korea a stronger 
an: -Communist nation. 

Shortly after the announce- 
ment of full military support, a 
dozen South Korean Air Force 
F86 Sabre jets flew low over 
the capitol, apparently de- 
monstrating the  Alr Force's 
support for the military = re- 
volt.

To be known as the ‘Sea 

Dog" class, ench of the AUan- 
teana is named ofter a dis- 
tinguished naval commander out 
of history, reviving a practice 
ingtituted by the original Devon 
Gencral company on three open. 
top vehicles 42 years ago.

Yet thls chunsy, funny, harm- 
lesy creature, who dleo dumbly 
and helpiessly when left on hig 
back, has probably the highest 
death rate of all domestle pets 
and wild aninals in this country. 

Of the quarter million — tor- 
tolses imported annually, 99 per 
cent are almost sure to dle 
within the year, 

And the ones most Ukely ‘to 
die are those which pet-keepers 
and the importers most lke 10 
buy—the little ones, * 

Tf thelr under-shells are less 
than 4in. long they will almost 
certainly net survive In Britain 
after the hot, dry climate of 
thelr. native Morocco, where 
they could live 1o be over 100, 
and huge. - 


NO LIMIT 


If the sea voyage or. our 
weather doesn't kill them off, 
unwitting ill-treatment by their 
owners will. 

That is why Dr Jean Vintcr, 
technical secretary ofthe Uni- 
versitics’ Federation for Animal 
Welfare, is urging that tortoises 
should be more expenslve—the 
dearest {and smailest) cost 
about 4s, 6di—and asking ex- 
porters‘ in Morocco and Greece 
not to ship immature ones over 
here.

FRESH GREENS 

Tortoiscs do not, ‘as is often 
thought, eat garden slugs or ine 
secis= 

Feed it on lettuce (it kes the 
heart) or other fresh greens. 
It also has n taste for roso 
leaves, virginia creeper, and 
brown bread soaked in jam. 

If it savon't cat, try washing 
its mouth, which may. be caked 
with mucus, If it still won't 
try stimulating it wilh a drop 
of whisky. Not too much, 
though. Tortoises are subject to 
gout, and thelr physique fk: not 
sulted to wild drunken capers.

Already SHAPE controls a 
massive armoury of nuclear 
weapons, from bombs loaded In 
the Jets of NATO's tactical alr 
forees, to the nuclear shells with 
which British and US. ‘artillery 
Tegiments nre new equipped. 

But none of these can be 
used without the explicit per- 
mission of their governments. In 
other words, the final decision 
to embark, on nuclear war rests 
with London and Washington, 
not SHAPE, 

For some time West European 
governments have been 
challenging this arrangement. 

It is argued, particularly in 
Bonn and Paris, that the United 
States, which Is now vulnerable 
to Soviet missile attack, may 
hesitate to use nuclear weapons 
to oppose a Soviet ‘“conven- 
tional” thrust — and so invite 
the atomic deluge on herself. 

I¢é was this fear that ted 
France ‘fo embark on tho 
costly attempt to create her 
own .nuclear ‘strikinz-force. 
And a similar motive, in time, 
may Iead the Germans to 
manufacture thelr own 
nuclear weapons. +

To meet European doubts, 
the US government has for the 
past 18 months been trying to 
devise a formula under which 
West Europe would pdssess its

dancing was beyond descrip- 
tlon. And such was the control 
of the arlists, that on the bare 
boards of the theatre, there 
was hardly o sound. 

Beryl! Grey showed us why 
she fs acclaimed as one of the 
world's greatest ballerinas. She 
was pure brilliance. A deli- 
cate light-as-air image In Les 
Sy!phides; a glittering figure in 
a red tutu in the Don Quixote 
pas-de-deux wlth Bryan Ash- 
bridge. 

Ashbridge is a great dancér 
who was really able ito show 
olf his technique in Don Quixote.

But the heat behind the foot- 
lights must have been terrific, 
for at one stage, he was throw- 
ing off showers of persplration 
as he pirouctted. 

Atter Sylphidas, the company 
presented Dances Concertantes, 
a modern ballet with music by 
Igor Stravinsky. This wis 2 
tremendous study in precision 
doncing and split-second timing. 
It was rather like a geometric 
puzzle in vivid colours. Its 
message was not very clear — 
possibly the age of automation 
—but the dancing was all that 
mattered. : 

Then came Don Quixole and 
the Mnal- ballet Solitaire, or “A 
Kind of a Game for Onc"—all 
about a a lonely young girl and 
her dreams. The young = girl 
was danced by pretty Elizabeth 
Anderton, who cun act as well 
as she can dance. 

And that was it, the most 
wonderful evening I have ever 
spent in Hongkong. And for it 
“Thank You” must be said to 
Harry Odell for bringing the 
ballet to the Colony and “Thank 
You" to the ballet for agreeing 
to perform under rather diMcult 
conditions,
